The greater part of what is in this book was originally intended to be 
included in the History of English Law before the Time of Edward I., by Profes- 
sors Pollock and Maitland, published by us in 1895, and which has already 
taken its place as a permanent and most valuable addition to legal history and 
the history of early English institutions. Various reasons dictated a change 
of plan, and the delay in issuing these Essays has afforded an opportunity to 
carefully revise them in the light of later information and theories. 

The title under which the essays are collected indicates that the author 
has followed the retrogressive method, "from the known to the unknown," 
Domesday Book appearing to be, if not the known, at least the knowable, 
while the Beyond, the way to which lies through the Norman period, is still 
very dark. A result is given ; the problem is to find cause and process. 

That no living Englishman is better fitted to treat this important period 
than Professor Maitland, goes without saying. Uniting the perseverance of 
the antiquary, the training of the jurist, and a refined and interesting literary 
style, he compels admiration for his discoveries, and respect for the theories 
which he so ingeniously develops from the slight basis of the known. 

The titles of the three Essays are Domesday Book, England Before the Con- 
quest, and The Hide. The book is printed and bound uniformly with Pollock 
and Maitland's History of English Law, and will doubtless awaken a lively 
interest in every reader of that work.
